A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant scheduled an interview following response to discuss the 
outstanding restriction requirement and bona fide non-response (Form 90) mailed thereafter. The issue surrounds the 
election of the "peptide fraction" as the product of the hydrolysate and in part the "insulin sensitizer". As to the latter, 
upon reconsideration, the Examiner is presently willing to accept Applicant's traversal that "insulin sensitizers" are a 
class of compounds. However it is also noted that virtually any kind of compound from metals (chromium) to amino 
acids (taurine) are deemed insulin sensitizers, which begs the question of if virtually every type of compound can 
function as an insulin sensitizer how meritous is calling these otherwise structurally distinct compounds a class (e.g. 
Markush group) when virtually every type of compounds can carry out the function? Notwithstanding the election of a 
specific "insulin sensitizer" has been changed from an election of invention to a species invention. 
As to the issue of the peptide fraction in terms of the product/composition, whether the peptide fraction arrives in the 
composition via hydrolysis is deemed mere functional langauge that leads to the claimed end product: insulin 
sensitizers and a peptide fraction in composition. 

Regarding the methods and a step of hydrolysing a peptide to arrive at the end product; a hydrolysate is defined by the 
Online Medical Dictionary as "the product of a hydrolysis reaction. Hydrolysates are generally named according to what 
reactant was hydrolysed to come up with the product, for example protein hydrolysate if the reactant was a protein." 
"Hydrolysis being the splitting of a compound into fragments by the addition of water, the hydroxyl group being 
incorporated in one fragment and the hydrogen atom in the other". 

The Examiner maintains that defining the hydrolysate simply as a "peptide fraction" does not reasonably identify the 
peptide in question to allow for a reasonable search of the invention. (And absent evidence to contrary that one of e.g. 
larger v. smaller or different amino acid peptide fractions contain some unexpected result in the context of the present 
invention, it would seem obvious that any peptide fraction would carry out the product/method, and be obvious over 
any size or type of peptide fraction). As claimed there is no coextensively searchable core structure to a "peptide 
fraction" allowing for a reasonable search of the invention structurally. However, upon discussion with Applicant, the 
Examiner is willing to textually search the invention, based on Applicants assertion that it is not the structure of the 
peptide fraction per se that matters, rather other features of the peptide fraction such as size (e.g. dipeptide, tripeptide, 
Dalton size) that is claimed and can be searched textually. Thus, like the "insulin sensitizer", the election of the 
"peptide fraction" has been changed to that of a species election as opposed to an election of the invention. 
The Examiner maintains that under a reasonabl interpretation of the claim language, the a person taking a drink of milk 
reads upon the present claims, as indicated in the restriction requirement. 
Applicant indicated a revised restriction response and amendment would be be forthcoming. 
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
